THE URBAN RENEWAL DILEMNA 

Victor Gruen Associates, consultants for the 
Wilmington Housing Authority, are preparing the 
plans for the projected Urban Renewal of Wil- 
mington Square. A final report from this firm 
is due shortly. 

So far four preliminary plans have been 
shown by the firm, which is one-of the best in 
the business. Each of the four plans have one 
common feature in addition to the shopping cen- 
ter --the incorporation of multi-family housing 
as a part of the plan. 

Nineteen single housing units in a distance 
of about 1000 feet, plus 30 or 410 multi-family 
housing units were shown on the plan of which a 
sketch appeared in this paper last week. 

Victor Gruen Associates seem unable to re 
commend any other course and still arrive at a 
course which will be acceptable to the Federal 
Housing Authority. 

Without housing there will have to

NORTH READING RESIDENTS 

FIND EXCELLENT SWIMMING 

AT HATHAWAY GRAVEL PIT 
The large body of water in 
the Hathaway gravel pit, off 
Salem Street is proving to be 
amecca for North Reading 
residents, who are flocking 
there twenty and thirty at a 
time to enjoy the clear water. 
Contrary to reports that it 
is ‘very deep’ a large portion 
of the pit has shallow water, 
three and four feet deep, and 
seems to be safe for children. 
Other portions are reported 
to be much deeper. A diving 
board has been rigged, by some 
boys. 
No test of the water can be 
made, for disease, by the Wil- 
mington Board of Health, be- 
cause the land is privately 
owned. 


NEW GRAVEL PIT 
The Board of Selectmen, Mon- 
day night, were visited by Dan 
Tello, of Andover Street, to- 
gether with Bob Watson, of No. 
Andover, who discussed with 
the Selectmen a new gravel pit 
which Mr. Tello has started in 
the back of his property (the 
former Fiorenza place) oppo- 
site the Sciarappa farm. 
Mr. Watson is the contractor 
who is operating the pit, us- 
ing three trucks, the two men 
told the Selectmen.None of the 
gravel is being used by any of 
the new Highway contractors, 
Some of it will be used by Ed- 
sel Tocci, owner of a real es- 
tate development on Lowell St, 
and other gravel is to go to 
Stoneham, in an operation that 
is expected to last a year. 
The operation is planned to 
be conducted about 650 feet 
from Andover Street, in the 
highest part of the Tello pro- 
perty, to cover about 12 acres 
and to remove fill so as to 
make a slight slope towards 
Andover Street. The rock in 
the area was described as ‘rot 
ten ledge’ by Watson, and as 
a ‘sort of decomposed granite’ 
by the Building Inspector, Mi- 
not Anderson, 
Anderson told the Board of 
Selectmen that he had found 
the operation last week, and 
it consisted of ‘stripping’ 
the top soil back so as to ex- 
pose fill, which was being 
trucked away. He did not con- 
sider it to be irreparable da- 


mage, so he was unable, he 
told the Selectmén, to ask for 
an injunction. 

Selectman Hagerty: Did you 


stop the operations? 

Anderson; No 

Hagerty: The Zoning Laws say 
you cannot remove gravel wi th- 
out approval of the Board of 
Appeals. 

Hagerty went on to say that 
permission should have been 
granted by the Selectmen, too. 
Anderson ‘mentioned that two 
shovels: are operating in the 
Baldwin pit, without permis- 
sion, 

Hagerty: Why aren't you 
Superior Court with them? 
Anderson: Because the Town 
says the Appeal Board hasn’t 
fiven a decision I have 
called him several times. 
Hagerty: Seems to me the 
Board of Appeals should have 
turned them down - no map has 
been submitted. 

The discussion reverted to 
the Téllo pit. Watson told the 
Selectmen that he had no fear 
of ledge ‘I had a ‘FD’ bull- 
dozer dig down out of sight’ 
Kidder told Tello and Watson 
that ‘I appreciate you coming 
up and telling us this, even 
though you started off on the 
wrong foot.’ 

The new gravel pit will be 
discussed further, Thursday 
evening, before the Board of 
Appeals.

Many miles and many 
experiences by the MacDougalls 
since leaving El Paso, Texas.
